The bottom of 
the ocean is magnificieiit with its 
starfish and sea pads ; some in rich 
purple, and ihtding a soft golden- 
green light, while others send out 
silver flashes, and the lamptish carries 
on its head at night a golden, light. 
Another fish seems to be dcJoratcd 
with pearls, and it is evidently tho 
fashion there to be brilliant in sonic 
way. Even crabs, in hot climates, 
seem to set themselves on tire, and 
when captured and teazed they blaze 
all over with indignation. A species 
of shark, too, is intensely brilliant at 
night, aud one that was drawn up, 
shone like a splendid lamp for some 
hours after it was dead. Naturalists 
have long been at work on th 
curious subject, and the source of tl 
illuminating power is supposed to 1 
contained in littlo sacs or colls In tl 
body of the animal.

The 1892 Tobacco Crop. 

Reports from the 1802 crop are 
more encouraging generally than a 
month or more ago in the leaf belt. 
In the West the weather bo far in 
September has been all that could be 
asked for, and late rains and heavy 
dews are doing for the Tobacco more 
than was expected, yet the general 
belief is that the crop will be short, 
and In the Burlcy belt the yield is 
placed by the most conservative and 
best posted at 75 to 80 per cent., 
while there are others who will not 
concede over 50 to 00 per cent., but 
evidently their views are colored by 
their immediate surroundings, judg- 
ing all sections to be like their imme- 
diate neighborhood. Tobacco in 
rhoods is taking on a 
nd samples shown of 
some early curings betoken fair to 
good color, but these are probably ex- 
ceptional crops, and it is the general 
belief that the 1892 Burley crop can 
not in any way approach the 1S91 
crop (which was an exceptional one 
in this particular) iu color. This 
manufactures also believe and the old 
crop is in demand for this season. 

In the dark export and stripping 
districts the crop fared better earlier 
lan iu the Burley belt, 
aud the weather we are now having 
is of especial value to the dark crop, 
living it plenty of time to mature 
ind giving it body. The stripping 
districts out-put is a fair average In 
crop in yield, while the export dis- 
tricts will probably have a crop 
above the average in yield, and of ex- 
ceptional quality, lugging ver 
and adding to the scarcity of dark 
western lu^s. which are now so high 
and likely to go considerable higher 
to the discomfiture of the Itegies. 

The Virginia and North Carolina 
crop like the Burley, has improved 
considerably by the weather ot Sep- 
tember, and the prospect is now that a 
fairly good crop will be gathered, 
while a month ago the chances were 
that the 181)2 crop would be a very 
inferior one. Some sections fared 
hptter than others, and Fastern North 
Carolina's crop is about all housed, 
and Western Yorth Carolina will get 
a much better crop than anticipated, 
although it might bo better. South 
Carolina has a fair crop in both yield 
aud quality and it all has been in for 
sometime past. In Virginia the 
Bright crop is now being fast cut, and 
good judges now venture 75 per cent., 
when a month ago they would not 
50 percent. 

k Crop of Virginia if 
that could be expected, and, like the 
AVest, it promises to lug lightly.

Free Ballot" 

The Republican party in those de- 
generate days is nothing more than 
organized political hypocrisy.

Under tho pretext of se- 
curing a fair ballot In the South, it 
has urged and U urging the passage 
of the Force Bill, drawn by Daven- 
port and pressed by Lodge in the 
House and Chandler in tho Senate. 

But a fair ballot in the North is al- 
together another matter. In the face 
of the open or secret opposition of He- 
publican political managers nearly 
every State has adopted the secret 
ballot as a protection to the working- 
man and a check to the purchase ot 
ballots. 

The result of this fair ballot, of this 
ballot which protects the laboring man 
of the North from intimidation, is to 
cut down the Republican ma jorities, 
and because of this the Republicans 
in several States are moving to repeal 
(he laws establishing a secret ballot.

A plague so malignant careered 
over Europe A. D., 170, that at its 
summit of victory 10,000 a day per- 
ished in the city of Home.

For 66 yean intervening A. D. 542

entire cities were emptied of popula- 
tion — a plague raged. 

Between A. D. 1345 and 1350 the 
black plague swept from Eastern 
China to England, claiming nine out 
of ten of the people. Fifty thousand 
in Loudon were dumped In one grave- 
yard, 100,000 perished in Venice, 
90,000 in Florence and a like number 
in Lubcc, and these cities were but 
villages as compared with their pres- 
ent population. In Spaiu two-thirds 
of the inhabitants perished. 

In 1G05 and 1067 Naples furnished 
210,000 victims out of 290,000, and 
Geneva 80,000 out of 94,000, and 
London 08,000. 

Between A. D. 1702 and 1711 a pes- 
tilence traveled over all Europe and 
reached this continent. 

These are only a few of the many 
plagues that have run riot over the 
world within the Christian Era. 
Those within the period in which we 
■re living are not included. 

In the ante-Christian period pesti- 
lences were equally destroying and 
frequeut. though the data are less 
definite. Then we have but little 
that is statistical concerning the her- 



concealed their vices indulged in the 
gratification of their passions shame- 
lessly in the presenco of the multi 
tude, the epicurean maxims prevail 
ing, and, as death was likely soon U 
cheat them of opportunity, they re- 
solved to make the most of the hours 
or days that remained to • them. 
Honor perished aud shame lost its 
blush.
